Water revenue bonds 
will be sold by city

Rates will increase from $1.75 to $2 for 
the first or any increment of the first 0 
cubic feet of water and from 18 cents to 
24 cents for every 100 cubic feet of water 
above 500 

For an average single-family heme, 
the water bill per month will run an 
average of $8 under the new rates 
compared to an average of $6.25 under 
the old rate, or an average increase per 
household of $1.75 per month 


The bond will pay for the addition of 
two Water reservoirs, a pumping station 
and more piping to supply the water 
needs of the city 

Precise plans for construction will be 
completed the first part of 1975, with 
construction due to begin about 180 days 
after the bids are awarded 


Bids will offer a certain percentage 
rate of profit for the bonds and must be 
in by Monday morning, Oct. 7, the date of 
the next council meeting. Normal 
procedure is to open the received bids 
that afternoon and award the bond sale 
to the low bidder at the meeting, Travers 
said 

The ‘‘relatively small” bond issue, $2.5 
million, will probably be purchased by 
one company, according to Travers 


Although the city must wait until bids 
are open to see what the lowest interest 
rate will be, it is expected to range 
somewhere between 7 per cent and 8 per 
cent, Travers said 


Because California Governor Ronald 
Reagan recently signed a bill authorizing 
a rate increase in maximum bond 
interest from 7 per cent to 8 per cent, the 
city's financial counsel told the council 
that the city will probably be paying over 
7 per cent 

Upland has two other bonds it is paying

A group of Montclair 
residents were unsuccessful 
Monday night in getting the 
City Council to close two public 
rights-of-way 

A public hearing was held to 
determine whether there was 
sufficient cause to close two 10 
foot pedestrian accesses at the 
end of Deodar and Caroline 
streets west of Benson Avenue 
and south of the San Bernardino 
Freeway 

An original petition 
requesting the closure was 
submitted to the council two 
weeks ago, citing increased 
vandalism as the main 
objection to the openings 
The petitioners noted that 
since the Pomona Valley 
Miniature Golf Center and a 
pearby 7-11 store opened 
vandalism had increased 
But the council unanimously 
declined to eliminate the access 
after testimony from several 
other neighbors from the area 
who claimed the accesses were 
needed to get to a bus siop on 
Benson Avenue. 

Several residents chose to 
write letters to the city. The 
jetters ran about 50-60, said 
assistant city administrator 
Thomas Mauk Several other 
residents appeared at the 
meeting to say they had 
changed their minds sing 


signing the original petition 
(which included 15 names) 
Robert Loggins told the 
council he opposed the closure 
for “safety reasons.” He said it 
was needed for access to the 
bus stop where children from 
Moreno School catch the bus 
daily 

Councilman Paul Jones 
suggested asking for more 
police protection of the 
neighborhood 

Councilman Tom McClure 
said most of the complaints 
involved vandalism and he 
didn’t feel that was sufficient 
reason to close a public right of 
way 

He added that the closure
